Knowland said yesterday that 
the term “peaceful co-existence” 
is subject to a number of in-

“But to me it means co-exist- 
ence in a free and a peaceful 
world,” he said.

“We cannot be unconcerned 
with Communist expansion and 
permit them to build up to the 
point where there is an atomic 
stalemate in which we would be 
powerless to stop them.”

CUBA FIRST TO SIGN TREATY 
FOR CORRECTING ‘FALSE’ NEWS

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., 
Nov. 18—Cuba yesterday became 
the first nation to accede to 
what is known as the Conven- 
tion on the International Right 
of Correction. The treaty pro- 
vides that any signatory that 
feels it has suffered from false 
or distorted news reports pub- 
lished in another of the con- 
tracting states may require the 
latter to spread the complain- 
ant’s version of the facts as 
widely as possible. 

Six ratifications or accessions 
‘are required before the treaty 
becomes effective:

EAST ST, LOUISAN'S MURDER 
CONVICTION IS REVERSED 


The Illinois Supreme Court 
today reversed the conviction of 
James D. Hundley, East St. 
Louis night club bouncer, who 
was sentenced to 14 years in the 
penitentiary in October 1953 by 
a St. Clair county circuit court 
jury which found him guilty of 
murder. 

A new trial was ordered on 
grounds that evidence  intro- 
duced at the first trial was not 
conclusive that Hundley was 
guilty of murder. Defense at- 
torneys contended Hundley 
fired in self cwefense when he 
shot and killed Claude Houston, 
a bartender, at the Spanish Inn, 
in Centreville Township, April 
23, 1953.

EGYPT TO LEAVE 
ITS PRESIDENTIAL 
POST UNFILLED 


CAIRO, Nov. 18 (AP)—Egypt 
is going to get along without a 
President, the figurehead post 
from which Maj. Gen. Moham- 
med Naguib was ousted last Sun- 
day. 

The Revolution Council, the 


country’s ruling military junta, 
announced last night that the 
presidency established June 18, 
1953, would not be filled and 
that the cabinet would take over 
the functions of the office. 


Informed sources predicted 
that the cabinet, named and con- 
trolled by the Revolution Coun- 
cil, would in turn delegate Pre- 
mier Gamal Abdel Nasser to act 
as chief of state on official occa- 
sions. 

The President’s duties had 
been largely ceremonial since 


Nasser bested Naguib in a 
struggle for top position last 
spring. Nasser became Egypt's 
undisputed boss, supplanting Na- 
guib as chairman of the Revolu- 
tion Council and military gover- 
nor of Egypt as well as Premier. 


Naguib’s eclipse was complet- 
ed Sunday, when the council put 
him under house arrest and 
charged he co-operated with 
Communists and the Moslem 
Brotherhood in a plot to over- 


throw the junta.

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Corrigan asked Dr. Gerber 
if he had ever heard of the 
Rorschach test. He described 
it as a personality test in which 
a blob of ink is creased in a 
piece of paper.

“That's exactly the same 
thing that occurred in this pil- 
low,” Corrigan told the coroner. 

“Oh,- no,” replied Dr. Ger- 
ber, his voice rising. 


Pulling out piece by piece the 
bloody bedclothes taken from 
the murder bed, Corrigan asked 
the coroner to tell him the exact 
tests made on each and their re- 
lative position on the bed—top, 
bottom, underside, topside.

FIGHT ON ECHO PARK 
DAM TO CONTINUE 


Conservationists Are \ Told 
Project Would Set Prece- 
dent for Other Areas. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18 (AP)—A 
group of conservationists and 
nature lovers agreed yesterday 
to continue to fight the build- 
ing of a dam that would flood 
part of the Dinosaur National 
Monument atthe Colorado-Utah 
border. 

“If Echo Park dam fe built, it 
will set a precedent that gives 
the green light to the violation 
of eyery other national monu- 
meht in the United States,” said | 
Sigurd Olson, president of the 
National Parks Association. 

The Echo Park dam is a long- 


standing subject of controversy. 
Conservationist objections to it 
prevented consideration during 
the past Congress of a bill de- 
veloping irrigation and power in 
the upper Colorado river basin. 


Olson told a one-day conserva- 
tionists’ conference at the Hotel 
Plaza that his group was not 
opposed to any water conserva- 
tion measure that did not en- 
danger a national monument. 


He said alternate, better sites 
than Echo Park were available, 
and warned that should the next 
Congress authorize a dam at 
that point “a precedent will. be 
established that will make it 
possible to construct dams in 
Grand Canyon, Glacier, King’s 
Canyon, Mammoth Cave, Yellow- 
stone and others.”

The same drive toward inde- 
pendence which has ousted the 
British and French from most 
of Asia is now enflaming hearts 
in French North Africa, but 
there are differences from what 
France faced in distant Indo- 
china. 

In Indochina there was a vast 
jungle in which rebels could 
take cover. Furthermore, Com- 
munist China was close at hand 
as a powerful backer. In North 
Africa there are no such jungle 
covers and, perhaps more im- 
portant, France has more than 
a 100-year experience on the 
scene. The French feel they 
know the proper balance there 
between concessions and force. 

The situation in the three 
North African holdings is this: 

Tunisia—One of two thousand 
revolutionaries aré in the hills 
defying French efforts at sup- 
pression. They are well armed, 
Although the Egyptian radio is 
encouraging them with pro- 
Arab, anti-colenial broadcasts, 
there is no proof that the Egyp- 
tians are sending money and 
weapons. In World War II the 
German Africa corps and the 
Italians abandoned large arms 
supplies which have been used 
in part to arm the revolution- 
aries. : 

The French have given proof 
that they are ready for the first 
time to give the Tunisians real 
autonomy inside their homeland 
in place of the puppet arrange- 
ments of the past. Even now 
the Tunisians are nominally 
home-ruled, but France has kept 
tight control of key activities 
such as education, finance, the 
mails, the telegraph system and 
publie works, leaving the Tunisi- 
ans such fields as health: and 


France has offered autonomy 
with the limitations of continued 
French control of the army and 
foreign affairs and guaranties 
that the 2 French who 
make up 7 per cent of the Tuni- 
sian population will be protected 
against economic and other dif- 
diculties. :

With all of his attention to the 
broader problems of projecting 
policy into the future, even he 
gradually found himself more 
and more submerged under the

There is a world glut of rice. 
Pakistan, Burma, Thailand and 
Cambodia all have big surpluses. 
Formosa currently has an unex- 
pected surplus of 300,000 tons of 
rice, and another big crop is now 
being harvested. 

To add to the local bitterness 
Communist China sold 31,000 
tons of rice to Japan for practi- 
cally nothing, with a deal for 
another 9000 tons pending. 

Coal for Korea. 

Equally sad is the coal story. 
Korea was a big market for For- 
mosa coal, taking a third of the 
jisland’s 300,000-ton exportable 
surplus. 

But now Korea must buy coal 
from the United States in order 
to help the depressed mining 
areas of Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia. The United States be- 
gan shipping coal to Korea in 
September.

Rice Give-Away to Japan, 

The shipments of rice to Ja- 
pan, announced as part of the 
aid agreement with Prime Min- 
ister Shigeru Yoshida last week, 
amount to a virtual give-away 
of the rice to Japan, which ex- 
plains why the Japanese were 
attracted by the deal. Technical- 
ly, the Japanese government 
must pay yen for the rice, but 
70 per cent of these yen are to 
be turned right back to the 
government for internal eco- 
nomic: development and other 
Japanese purposes. 

The pressure for the give- 
aways of both the coal and the 
farm surpluses comes, of course, 
from the domestic producers, 
who are paid for their output 
by the government. 

The urge to unload coal has 
reportedly even led Foreign Aid 
Chief Harold Stassen to initi- 
mate to various foreign coun- 
tries that they cannot expect to 
get “offshore” procurement or- 
ders unless they are willing to 
accept payment in surplus Amer- 
ican coal. 

The problem is expected to 
get worse instead of better, as

A septic tank costs $400 
to install and many are a health 
menace because they do not work 
properly. 
' My tax bill was $230 for the year 
-of 1954. In St. Louis it would have 
- been $160 with all the services in-

maneuvers for Dixon-Yates are independent 
agencies. They enjoy protections in daw de- 
signed to keep them free from partisan pres- 
sures, Their effectiveness depends on their 
independence from political exploitation. 

Let us take a look at some of the more im- 
portant agencies affected, and at the politics 
that has been played with them: 

Atomic Energy Commission — Its chairman, 
Adm. Strauss, evidently looked on President 
Eisenhower's directive to this commission to 
make the Dixon-Yates contract as a bludgeon to 
beat his fellow commissioners into line, AEC 
finally “approved” the contract by a legalistic 
trick which enabled a minority of two members 
to determine the outcome. Commissioner Joseph 
Campbell, who has since been appointed by 
President Eisenhower to be Comptroller General, 
the official under whom the General Accounting 
Office functions, is the only member of AEC 
who voted with Adm. Strauss in favor of the 
Dixon-Yates contract at the earlier stage. Two 
other commissioners finally joined in signing it. 


Federal Power Commission—This independent 
regulatory agency's top rate and legal specialists, 
normally the principal officials concerned in 
the study of such a contract, were by-passed in 
the FPC’s own approval of Dixon-Yates. The 
most obvious inference is that these officials 
would have recommended against the contract 
and that therefore regular procedures were re- 
placed by biased ones. 


General Accounting Office—This agency is 
popularly known as “the Watchdog of the 
Treasury.” It was not consulted before the de- 
cision was made to award the contract to the 
Dixon-Yales syndicate. When the contract was 
awarded, GAO criticized the absence of com- 
petitive bidding. Later GAO withdrew this ob- 
jection but under what pressure, and under 
pressure from whom? 


Bureau of the Budget—While not an inde- 
pendent agency, but rather the financial branch 
of the President's office, the Budget Bureau has 
gone so far afield that former TVA Chairman 
Clapp accused it of deceiving the President 
with slanted information about Dixon-Yates. 

Since the Bureau of the Budget must deal with 
all Government agencies in the preparation of 
their budgets, its reputation for fairness is one 
of its indispensable assets. Director of the 
Budget Hughes has done that reputation no good 
by constituting himself a raucous partisan 
propagandist for the contract. A majority of 
the AEC commissioners protested against the 
contract when it was first presented and a ma- 
jority of the TVA board of directors still views 
it with grave misgivings. 

If the decisions and quasi-judicial judgments 
of agencies such as these are subjected to self- 
serving politics, they cease to perform the even- 
handed functions which are their reason for ex- 
istence. They may then become the instruments 
of partisan coercion. 

That is far too high a price to pay for any 
Dixon-Yates contract. 
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No Delay Called For 


If Senator McCarthy is seriously ill and can- 
not. be consulted about the proceedings in the 
Senate, then a recess in the censure debate would 
be in order. But if he is in the hospital for no 
more of a reason than that one of his Milwaukee 
idolators banged his elbow down on a table in 
a burst of worshipful enthusiasm—the reported 
explanation for the bruise that sent him to 
Bethesda—any delay is uncalled for. 

The Wisconsin demagogue makes it his busi- 
ness to walk out of the Senate whenever Republi- 
can Senator Watkins or some other Senator op- 
posed to him is presenting the McCarthy record. 
Since he will not listen to the case against him 
there is little reason to believe that he would 
spend all of the next few days in his seat any- 
way. When he absents himself it makes little 
difference where he is. 

If other Senators treated Joseph R. McCarthy 
as he has treated them by his insults to the 
Senate as a whole, the chamber would empty 
automatically every time he walked in.

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There Sat Knowland 

In many ways, the most remarkable thing 
about the conference’ which President Eisen- 
hower held with congressional leaders Wednes- 
day was the presence of Senator Knowland, the 
Republican floor. leader. 

The purpose of the conference was to ex- 
press the “serious and solemn” request of the 
President for bipartisan collaboration on foreign 
policy and questions of national security. Neces- 
sarily he addressed that appeal primarily to the 
Democrats who will take over control of Con- 
gress in January. But as he spoke he must have 
been aware that his severest critic in the room 
was not any Democrat but his own party leader, 
Senator Knowland. 

The California Republican emphasized the 
point himself by renewing, after the conference, 
his demand for a rupture of relations with the 
Soviet Union. Not only does he disagree with 
the Eisenhower-Dulles foreign policy, but Sena- 
tor Knowland seems determined to make it as 
difficult as possible for President Eisenhower 
and Secretary Dulles to conduct foreign policy. 

Bipartisan co-operation clearly is not going to 
be enough. The question is whether there can 
be tripartisan co-operation, It seems likelier that 
the Democrats and the Eisenhower Republicans 
can co-operate on foreign policy than that the 
President can get consistent support and under- 
standing from those Republicans who join Sen- 
ator Knowland in rejecting peaceful co-existence 
with the Soviet Union, in standing for a policy 
of bluster and swagger and alliances which can 
only lead in the direction of war. 

Judging by unofficial reports from the meet- 
ing, the Democrats received assurances from 
the President that they will be consulted: on 
foreign’ policy decisions before they are made. 
The request for such consultation was not at 
all unreasonable. The Republicans were brought 
into policy formation at the early stages when 
they controlled the Eightieth Congress in 1947 
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and 1948. How well such co-operation can work 
is suggested by the fact that some of the great- 
est steps in postwar foreign policy, including 
Greek-Turkish aid amd the Marshall Plan, were 
approved during this period. ' 

With sincerity and square dealing—with a 
moratorium on “20 years of treason,” the ‘‘sell- 
out at Yalta” and “let's liberate the satellites”— 
the President can undoubtedly retain the Dem- 
ocratic co-operation he deserves. How he will 
deal. with the Knowlands in his own party is 
something else.

France Sends a Visitor 

As Premier Mendes-France arrives in Wash- 
ington he undoubtedly realizes that he is not 
the most popular French leader to have visited 
here. Both in the Administration and in Con- 
gress he has at vartous times been distinctly 
unpopular. Those who favored American inter- 
vention in Indochina were unhappy when he 
arranged the truce, and those who thought the 
EDC offered the only hope for European de- 
fense were most unhappy when he failed to 
secure French ratification. 

Yet as time has gone on it has become in- 
creasingly clear that in Mendes-France we face 
a French leader of tremendous. potentialities. 
In ending the Indochina fighting, he did what 
had to be done. In letting EDC perish, he faced 
a fact which French politicians before him, 
along with our own State Department, had re- 
fused to face too long—the fact that there never 
was a real and practical majority for EDC in 
Paris. 

The truly remarkable thing about Mendes- 
France is that he has brought the French so far 
toward ratification of the substitute for EDC. 
Rearming Germany under NATO is theoretically 
more dangerous to French interests than rearm- 
ing Germany in an international defense com- 
munity. He should get credit, not for failing 
to put over EDC, but for putting over—so far, at 
least—the substitute. 

The Premier also has faced up to a fact which 
French politicians too often have been willing 
to ignore—that the essential and indispensable 
condition of a strong France is a moral and eco- 
nomic revolution at home. He stands for real 
and purposeful action to raise the French stand- 
ard of living and thus to provide a sound basis 
for advancing prosperity. 


Mendes-France, in short, has the makings of . 


a very great French leader. He has not arrived 
at greatness yet, but he has exhibited enough 
resources of leadership that our diplomats would 
be wise not to push him around. 
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Mr. Harriman’s First Choice 

Missourians may take special interest in Gov.- 
elect Harriman’s choice for State Budget, Di- 
rector in the new Administration that wilitake 
over in New York next January. The nominee, a 
native of Greene county. Mo., born near Spring- 
field, is Dean Paul H. Appleby, director of the 
Maxwell School of Citizenship and Public Affairs 
at Syracuse University. 

Dean Appleby’s first Government service was 
in the Department of Agriculture as long ago 
as 1933 and it was from the post of Assistant 
Director of the Budget that he went to his 
present academic position in 1947. Calling the 
appointment “obviously excellent,” The New 


York Times says that at Syracuse University 


Dean Appleby “has further enhanced that in- 
stitution’s high reputation as a training ground 
for public administrators."’ It also says that his 
writings “demonstrate ability to merge theory 
with the lessons of experience so as to make the 
end result more valuable than if based on theory 
or experience alone.” 

Averell Harriman is off to a fine start in his 
many important appointments. 
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Two for Progress 

The St. Louis Award for 1954 honors two 
civic leaders who have been well in the lead 
in the drive to revitalize, reform and rebuild 
this community. Powell B. McHaney, as presi- 
dent of Civic Progress and chairman of the 
campaign for home rule on the earnings tax, 
and Arthur A, Blumeyer, as chairman of the 
St. Louis Housing Authority which is remaking 
the face of the city, can take pride in the prog- 
ress that has been made. St. Louis is awake and 
alert to the challenges of the mid-twentieth cen- 
tury, and they have helped to prove it. The 
civic works of Messrs. McHaney and Blumeyer 
are in the sound tradition of the award, which 
now has a record of 23 years behind it. 
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Death on Eads Bridge 


There is a vacancy on the Belleville High 
School Board because the automobile driven 
by J. Willard Dungey went through the railing 
of Eads Bridge Tuesday night and dropped 90 
feet to the East St. Louis levee. A taxicab driver 
said the Dungey car appeared to be going only 
30 miles an hour. 

This is the third Eads Bridge fatality caused 
by breaks in the insecure railing at approxi- 
mately the same place in less than a year. 
Mayor Fields of East St. Louis is fully justified 
in calling on the Terminal Railroad Association 
to replace the worthless railing with strong 
steel. Indeed if the owners of Eads Bridge, 
which must have paid for itself a good many 
times over, do not erect ample safeguards, St. 
Louis should join with East St. Louis in closing 
the bridge as an incentive to action. 

For if a light passenger car skids through the 
match-stick railing what protection would there 
be for a bus loaded with 40 passengers? Surely 
Armstrong Chinn and his associates at the Ter- 
minal will need no more fatal reminders. 
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Right on Schedule 


The St. Louis School Board is to be com- 
mended for its studied exactness in adhering to 
its timetable for ending segregation in the pub- 
lic schools here. 

The first phase of that program, integration 
at the junior and teachers’ college level, came 
off exactly on schedule. And now, as a prelim- 
inary to integration in February of the high 
schools, the board has kept its word and pub- 
lished new district boundaries exactly when it 
said it would. This permits everyone to know 
precisely where he will attend school next win- 
ter. It should help keep misunderstanding to a 
minimum. The optional feature of the program 
strikes us as a good one, That permits students 
now in high school to remain in their present 
schools until graduation if they so desire and 
if overcrowding does not result. 

And while we have more than once expressed 
hope that the St. Louis program might be 
speeded up, it does stand in marked and favor- 
able contrast to what is happening in Virginia. 
That state has informed the United States Su- 
preme Court that it has “no plan or panacea” for 
carrying out desegregation, St. Louis has a plan 
and it is carrying it out right on schedule,

An Editorial in The New York Times 


The Tennessee Valley Authority ex- 
pects to have a total generating capaci- 
ty of nearly 10,000,000 kilowatts by the 
end of 1956. The proposed Dixon-Yates 
contract for a steam plant at West Mem- 
phis, Ark., would supply about 600,000 
kilowatts—not an inconsiderable amount 
but small in proportion to the total 
capacity. 

The conflict over the Dixon-Yates 
project has not been due to its magni- 
tude but to its significance. This plan 
is a roundabout method for replacing 
power furnished by TVA to the Atomic 
Energy Commission. . 

It seems fairly certain that TVA 
could have preduced the needed power 
more cheaply in a 
plant of its own 
construction than 
the power can be 
bought from the 
Dixon-Yates combi- 
nation. The saving 
over a period of 
years would not 
be inconsiderable, 
though it would be 
small compared 
with the total ex- 
pense of the federal 
budget. But the 
real financial issue 
was raised, and we 
think mistakenly 
raised, by the President in his press 
conference. 

Mr. Eisenhower seemed to be agree- 
ing with the argument that the whole 
population is paying taxes to support 
TVA’s power system. Under the law 
and on the basis of the TVA reports 
this is not really the case. 

The law under which TVA operates 
directs it to produce power and to sell 
thig power so as to “benefit the people 
of the section as a whole and ° 
larly the domestic and rural consum- 
ers.” But it also requires TVA to make 
its system “self-supporting and self- 
liquidating.” 

When TVA’s 1953. report went to 
press the power investment after de- 
preciation had been $803,500,000. Over 
a period of years the net operating in- 
come on this power investment had run 
as high as 5.8 per cent and as low as 
2.7 per cent. 

At the end of the last fiscal year

TVA had repaid a total of $81,000,000 
on the power investment into the Fed- 
eral Treasury. It is now. required by 
law to repay all appropriated funds in- 
vested in the power system within forty 


years. 

This system, therefore, is not being 
maintained at federal taxpayers’ expense 
and the Tennessee Valley is not being 
favored at the taxpayers’ expense in the 
distribution of electric power. 

It is true, of course, in the Tennes- 
see Valley and elsewhere that public 
money invested in flood control, naviga- 
tion, conservation, and so on, is not di- 
rectly repaid. The taxpayer in New 
England helps maintain national parks 
in Alaska and Montana. : 

But as for the favoritism in power 
distribution to which the President 
seemed to be alluding, it does not exist. 

There may he some favoritism within 
the valley itself in the fact that TVA 
and the municipal and co-operative dis- 
tributors of its power pay sums in lieu 
of taxes that may not be equal to the 
taxes that privately owned utilities pay. 
It may also be argued that TVA has 
not allocated as much as it should to the 
power element in its dams. 

The President perhaps came to the 
root of the controversy when he asked, 
in effect, why, if the Federal Govern- 
ment developed the Tennessee Valley's 
power potential, it should not similarly 
develop the upper Mississippi and other 
basins. He apparently fears that the 
power industry will be socialized out of 
existence. 

It seems to us that there is relatively 
little danger that this will happen. The 
Tennessee Valley could only be devel- 
oped as a whole and this had to be 
done by a single great agency if it were 
to be done effectively. 

The case may not be the same on the 


-upper Mississippi or on the Missouri or 


on the White or the Arkansas river. 
Fach valley is unique, with needs and 
problems not like those of any other 
valley. 

We eve that the American people 
will prefer to have this work done by 
private enterprise if that is the more 
efficient and economical way. There is 
no magic in public power. The magic 
is in engineering genius, whether pri- 
vately or publicly employed, and in a 
desire to serve the nation. 


Our Unused Workers 


From The St. Louis Argus 


‘An outstanding research job has jyst 
been concluded by the §t. Louis Urban 
League, findings of which are worth 
every penny of the $20,000 valuation. 
The results of this survey have been 
published under a cover titled “The 
Negro in the St. Louis Economy, 1954.” 

Study of this booklet presents a stir- 
ring picture of just how far St. Louis 
has to go on the road of progress and 
vividly shows what_can be done to in- 
crease the speed of such progress. 

Having repeatedly called attention to 


this problem of under-employment and 
surprised 


unemployment we. are not 

that the unemployment figure of Ne- 
groes at the time of the survey was over 
two and one half times that of whites. 

It is revealing to us, however, that 
from 1950 to the present time, a period 
of four years, so little has been done 
in the way of upgrading Negro workers 
in view of the educational gains they 
have shown. 

According to the repost “over four out 
of five whites were in the six highest 
labor grades and twice as many were 
in the five highest labor grades.” Among 
Negroes only three out of five were 
working in the top six ranking occupa- 
tional categories. 

Quite prominently the survey shows 
that the young Negro worker, between 
20 and 29, suffers greater loss in times 
of adverse economic cha than any 

,other age group, white and non-white, 


This is the more alarming when it is 
considered that this icular 
group among Negroes shows a rise in 
educational and ee gains. 

Just what effect this survey will have 
on present conditions cannot be said at 
this point, but the mere presentation 
of the true picture of the Negro’s eco- 
nomic status in St. Louis is a monu- 
mental service.

The invasion of Sicily, the capture af 
the Salerno beachhead and the long 
Anzio beachhead ote ag are related 
in this ninth volume .

Resuming the story of American naval 
activities in the Mediterranean where 
Volume II stopped, the author breaks 
off from the war in the Pacific, which 
he had been recounting in the previ- 
ous six yolumes, and shows how the 
Navy distinguished itself by la 
the Army ere it wanted to go an 
in supporting it with gunfire as the 
troops fought Germans and Italians in a 
desperate struggle for toeholds. 

These operations, occuring between 
January 1943 and June 1944, were both 
joint and combined, so Mr. Morison 
gets into one of the most complicated 
pieces of World War II history. The 
United States had 
an important ally 
and two major en- 
emies; Eisenhower 
“™ Was supreme com- 
mander until Jan- 
wary 1944 but his 
subordinate air, 
naval and army 
commanders were 
all British; Church- 
ill, as Morison puts 
it, “took a continu- 
ous and even intru- 
sive interest” in 
the Mediterranean; 
and higher strate 
entered the pic- 
ture, particularly the British concept 
of “nourishing operations at the ex- 
pense of buildup for Normandy.” 

The Army, at first dou l, 
amazed at the success achieved 
naval gunfire support. Gen. Patton, 
cursing as he observed a erful Nazi 
tank force threatening to break through 
the thinly held American line at one 
crucial point, sat spellbound as an en- 
sign with a walkie-talkie contacted a

Air operations played a big part in 
the victories won in this theater and 
the author gives credit where due as

The change of approach 
prompted Newsweek, the na- 
tional news magazine, to say 
“The President has placed him- 
self at the 
head of _ the 
‘peace party’ 
within his own 
Adminis- 
tration.” 

The subject 
of “peaceful 
coexistence” is 
highly contro- 
versial. As wus- 
ual in matters 
of foreign pol- 
icy, the con- 
troversy is 
centered in the 


Republican 
party. Consequently, the use by 


the magazine of the phrase 
“within his own Administra- 
tion” was. well chosen. The 
President's attitude, and it is a 
common-sense one shared by 


millions of his fellow citizens,. 


is that im this hydrogen bomb 
age there is no alternative to 
peace—it’s either peace or de- 
struction of civilization. Some- 
how or other we have got to 
find a way to “coexist” with 
Russia, but at the same time 
protecting ourselves and our 
free-world allies. 


A Law Unto Himself. 


Disputing “peaceful coexis- 
tence” inside the Administration 
is its own Senate leader, Sena- 
tor William F. Knowland of 
California, who finds it diffi- 
cult to establish “peaceful co- 
existence” with his own Presi- 
dent. 

That might be considered 
very unusual, that: is, a chal-| 
lenge by a member of the Ad- 
ministration’s own team and 
family. But long ago it came to 
be accepted in the case of Sen- 
ator Knowland. He has dif- 
fered repeatedly with his Presi- 
dent and party leader, ‘and 
spoken out openly. He is. a law 
unto himself, 


Senator Knowland’s argument 
is at “coexistence” would 
mean a period in which Russia 
could build up her atomic 
strength to. a point. where it 
would be equal to that of ours 
and our free-world allies. That, 
he says, would create an Mesntee 9 
stalemate” where neither would 
dare attack the other since such 
a war would destroy both. 


Democrats More Hopeful. 


We. and our free-world allies 
would be paralyzed in such a 
“stalemate,” he argues, and Rus- 
sia then would begin to “nibble” 
off our allies, one’ by one, 
through infiltration and seizure 
of power as happened with the 
small nations now her Eastern 
satellites. ~ 

That would leave us alone fac- 
fng Russia in a hostile world, he 
concludes. It’s. a grim picture, 
indeed, and conceivably that 
could happen in a warld where 
most. anything could happen, as 
we have learned. 

But the Administration takes 
a more hopeful and realistic at- 


tude. So, too, do many Senate 


emocrats as they revealed dur- 
ing their sharp grilling of Sen- 
ator Knowland. They were un-

able to get from the Senate 
Republican leader any clear out- 
line of what polity he would 
pursue, ‘except that he ruled out 
“preventive war,” as does the 
Administration, of cotrse. 

The, administration policy, a 
continuation of previous Admin- 
istration policy, is clear. It is to 
keep our guard up and to main- 
tain our military strength and 
that of our allies so that Rus- 
sia dare not molest us. Demo- 
erats subscribe also to this—in- 
deed, they may be found in the 
new Eighty-fourth Congress in- 
sistent upon even larger defense 
appropriations. 


Mendes-France’s Visit. 


It is because of the build-up 
of free-world strength by our 
military and economic aid that 
it is possible for us to consider 
“peaceful coexistence.” Russia 
recognizes our strength. Whether 
that is the reason for her recent 
“peace offensive” we cannot tell. 

But Secretary of State Dulles 
is sure that the recent agree- 
ments at London and Paris for 
rearmament of Germany within 
a unified Western Europe are re- 
sponsible for the sudden Russian 
invitation for a genera] European 
conference at which she would 
try to disrupt European unity. 

It does not fool us, and, as 
Secretary Dulles said, Russia did 
not expect it to as she showed 
by fixing a date so near that we 
could not possibly accept. It 
was @ maneuver aimed at our 
Western HBuropean friends, espe- 
cially France where the Soviets 
have been trying to play arpon

Coincidentally with ‘keeping

eral disarmament. 

At this Russia hitherto has 
balked because of inspection pro- 
visions. She has in recent days 
shown a more receptive attitude. 
If the threat of atomic war 
could be_removed, then peaceful 
coexistence could become pos- 
sible. 

The Administration is wary 
of Russian maneuvers and in- 
tends to judge each one for it- 
self, Secretary Dulles said. The 
Administration does not con- 
sider its open-mindedness on the 
possibility of “peaceful 
existence” as appeasement, as 
some Republicans see it. 

We face perhaps a long pe- 
riod of a sort of armed truce, 
which is what “peaceful co- 
existence” likely would mean, 
and that will have its. frustra- 
tions requiring patience. 

But that seems worth trying 
for, even if we can’t, maybe not 
even in our time, find “peace” 
of the traditional kind.

HENRY SHAW LIBRARY 
NOW ON PUBLIC VIEW 


Books Indicate Wide Ran 
of Tastes—Tales by Fre 
Italian .Writers. 


Henry Shaw's nal library, 
now on public view at Missouri 
Botanical Garden for the first 
time in decades, indicates that 
the nineteenth century philan- 
thropist did not confine his read- 
ing to works on flowers, trees 
dnd herbs. 

The persdénal collection ¢on- 
tains ‘handsomely-bound tales by 
French and Italian writers who 
were considered mildly naughty 
in their cay and it ranges over 
the fields of philesophy, history 
and economics in a’variety of 
languages. 

Shaw’s botanical library, which 
he kept in a separate building, 
formed the nucleus for the gar- 


collection which is presently in 
process of being refurbished. 
Shaw died in 1889. 


Books Out of Storage. . 


Edgar Anderson, director, said 
yesterday the resurrection of 
Shaw’s personal books from stor- 
age and improvement of the 
scientific collection were among 
current projects undertaken by 
garden personne! with the assist- 
ance of volunteers. 

“Shaw read French and Ital- 
ian almost as well as he did Eng- 
lish, and this is a good example 
of a gentleman’s library 100 
years ago,” Anderson said, point- 
ing to the neatly shelved vol- 
umes in Shaw’s restored country 
house in the garden grounds. 

Among the several thousand 
books were Adam Smith's 
“Wealth of Nations,” Machia- 
velli’s works, Pope’s “Iliad,” 
Montaigne’s essays, Rousseau’s 
“Emile,” the comedies of Gol- 
doni, a set. of Boccacio, and 
works by Dante, Tasso and Ari- 
osto. 

In his later years, Shaw had 
trouble sleeping and liked to 
keep a pile of books at his bed- 
side, Anderson related. The 
Tower Grove home was the 
scene of animated literary dis- 
cussions, as was Shaw’s town 
house at Seventh and Locust 
streets. 


Garden’s Library, 


The garden’s scientific library 
of about 55,000 volumes and 
100,000 pamphlets, one of the 
largest in this country under 
one roof, is housed on two floors 
of the town house, which was 
moved brick by brick ‘to the 
garden shortly after Shaw’s 
death. 

Many of the rare books were 
purchased in Europe by Shaw’s 
close associate,- Dr. George 
Engelmann, St. ‘Louis physician 
and botanist, who réfused to 
move to the garden because he 
considered it too far out in 
the country. 

Miss Nell C. Horner, librar- 
ian, said many botanists come 
in to look at Jacquin’s beautiful 
illustrated folio on the Viennese 
Botanical Garden, published in 
1770 and dedicated to. Empress 
Theresa. Four other li- 
braries in the United States 
have the work. 

An 11-volume set on Brazilian 
flora, done by Franciscan monks 
and printed in Paris beginning 
in 1827, is a scarce item because

Incidentally, you may find 
great variance in the price of 
turkeys. It might be well to 
bear in‘ mind that birds, just 
like meat, come in a wide range 
of quality, so, despite the fact 
that turkey in general is of fine 
quality this year, it would be 
well to depend upon the advice 
of a reputable dealer. 

Fine Crop of Capons. 

A pleasant surprise this year 
is the capon situation. These 
delightfully flavored birds be- 
came almost non-existent dur- 
ing World War II and have 
played a rather minor role in 
the poultry situation ever since. 
This season, for the first time. 
in many years, there is a very 
fine crop of capons available at 
prices which are more reason- 
able than they have been for 
some time. ‘ 

This does not mean that ca- 
‘ pons can be bought at the same 
prices as turkeys; but it does 
mean that capons can be found 
much more readily and are far 
cheaper than in recent years. 

Ducks and geese are available 
for those who want them, al- 
though the geese are not too 
abundant. 

You will pay a pretty penny 
if you insist upon a roasting 
chicken for your holiday dinner. 
They are perhaps the least de- 
sirable buy in the poultry field 
right now. This no doubt is due 
in some degree to the changing 
scene—the small turkeys have 
largely replaced them. Just an- 
other victim of progress. How- 
ever, fryers will of course be 
their usual fine value. 


Prefer a Steak? 


If by chance you don’t care 
for a bird for the holiday, it 
should be good news that the 
hindquarter of beef is a real 
value—which means that now 
the time for steaks. : 

Heavy: hams, 16 pounds and 
over, are wise investments. If 
you are in the market for a 
lighter ham compare the price 
of canned hams with that of the 
bone-in variety; you may find

Baby beef is still available 
at good prices; pork loins and 
steaks are very fine, as are bacon 
and franks.

For the buffet suppers which 
will play an important part in 
holiday festivities, consider 
these: 

Orange-Cranberry Swirls. 

Two oranges, quartered. 

One cup fresh cranberries. 

Three-fourths cup sugar. 

One package orange flavored 
gelatin. 

One cup boiling water. 

One-half cup cold water. 

One cup finely diced celery. 

Six to eight orange cartwheel 
slices. 

Wash oranges and quarter; 
wash cranberries and put fruit 
through a food chopper. Add 
sugar and mix well. Dissolve 
gelatin in hot water and add the 
cold water; chill until gelatin 
begins to thicken. Combine 
ground oranges, cranberries and 
ame celery with gelatin, stir 
well. 

Pour into individual molds. 
(Makes six to eight molds.) Chill 
until firm. To serve, unmold on 
bed of lettuce, garnish with or- 
ange slices and serve with 
lemon mayonnaise, made by 
adding one tablespoon of lemon 
juice to one cup of mayonnaise.

Two cups sifted enriched flour.

A Darned Good Drink 


ROM the samples we've seen on this side, any English 
F sim comedy about Scotland seems bound to have a 

good measure of succulent humor in it, and “SCOTCH 
ON THE ROCKS,” at the PAGEANT THEATER gracefully 
upholds the tradition, 

We have become familiar, through these 
movies, with ‘the brooding, misty beauty 
of the Hebrides Islands and the scene of 
this merry and homely little comedy is 
laid there, in the village of Lacksdale on a 
stormy, mountain-ringed inlet. The in- 
habitants are a doughty bunch. They need 
a new road to their isolated settlement, and a new pier so 
that ships can come up ‘to shore, and failing that, the five 
persons owning automobiles simply refuse to pay the road 
tax. Among them is the local squire, a retired general, who 
takes a tolerant sporting view of. encroachments of local 
poachers on his game and fish, but rouses the population 
to repel the commercial invasions of toughs from Glasgow. 

A parliamentary committee is sent to investigate the 
tax rebellion and is soon mired down in the charm of the 
inhabitants. A pompous politician-industrialist who wants 
to civilize the people and move them to one of his dream 
industrial towns where they will enjoy the benefits of 
plumbing, citified recreation and electricity, gets a lesson 
in pride and spirit. (“We dinna need to bathe often be- 
cause we don’t get dairty,” retorts the spunky and pretty 
little school teacher.) He soon,finds himself involved in 
such goings-on as a poached stag being smuggled out of 
the district in a hearse, a performance of “Macbeth” 
on a hillside in a blinding rain, and a battle royal with the 
poaching gang, and Lacksdale enfolds him, albeit grudging- 
ly, to its heart. | 

This bit of whimsical satire, based on a novel by Eric 
Linklater, is as its title indicates—dry, with a bit of a 
smoky bite, but mellow, stimulating, and chedring. It is 
nicely acted by Ronald Squire as the kindly laird, Raymond 
Huntley as the pompous politician, and Kathleen Ryan and 
Sebastian Shaw in a gentle romantic touch. 


Low Grade Copodrama 


The best we can say of “THE HUMAN JUNGLE,” at 
the FOX is that it is a poor mind's “Detective Story.” Gary 
Merrill is supposed to be a police captain who goes into a 
crime-ridden district and sets about cleaning it up by tough 
methods. He looks more like a harassed 
college English teacher with ulcers. The 
script makes a pretense of going down 
into the dregs of humanity for its mate- 
rial. It comes up with merely the dregs 
of melodrama. 

At one point a reporter bursts in on 
, the chief of police and demands the facts 
about the murder of a prostitute because he has a rewrite 
man on the line. The chief barks out her name, address 
and the place of the slugging and snarls, “Now get out!” 
The newspaper rat, for so he is pictured, slinks to the 
phone and shouts, “Here's your banner headline—beautiful 
actress murdered in love-nest!"” or words to that effect. 
This dim knowledge by the scripters of the workings of 
metropolitan police reporting is matched by their fogginess 
on police methods. Cliches and improbabilities bog down 
the story. Merrill is worried because he has told a thug 
that Jan Sterling, as a strip-teaser in a clip joint, has 
squealed on him in the murder investigation, and Merrill 
is afraid an attempt will be made to murder the girl. A 
detective (Regis Toomey). tells Merrill's wife (Paula Ray- 
mond) that if the girl is killed, Merrill “will get 20 years.” 
Why? How? The script doesn’t explain. 

This ends up with a chase through a beer-bottling 
plant in which we get a good view of the machinery and 
the beer labels. If the whole thing had taken place in 
the plant, with the spectators permitted to sample the beer 
generously, it would have been a distinctly happier occasion. 


Reading Difficulty ©

Of the Gesell Institute of Child Development 
‘ 6 M Y son is 12 and has always had great difficulty 


with his schoolwork,” a mother writes. “We finally 

traced all his difficulties to inability to read. From 
“the time he was 7 until this past April, I did everything 
possible to help him. I went to see his teachers time and 
time again, asking what I could do, only to be told that I 
should keep my hands off and wait and see. | 

“Last year I became completely disgusted with this 
‘wait and see’ attitude and started teaching David myself, 
and through his hobby of rocks and minerals he made amaz- 
ing progress in one year. 

“In September we started again. David was, of course, 
‘attending school, but he ‘and I worked after school. We 
made very little progress at first, but I felt it was due to 
the summer ‘layoff’ and was confident that progress would

Some Advice on Subject-From Definition of Herbs, Spices to Their Uses

OST women think if they 
Mou a few drops of vanilla 
in desserts and use salt and 
pepper in the right places, that’s 
about all they need to know 
about seasoning. If they put a 
touch of. bay leaf in the chow- 
der, or some celery seed in the 
potato salad, they think they're 
being pretty daring, and await 
the results with apprehension. 
That's one of the reasons all 
great chefs have been men. They 
don’t cook with a scared hand. 
If they want to season a dish, 
they season it. It's true that 
some amateur chefs go a little 
overboard and throw in every 
spice and herb and condiment 
they can find on the shelf, but 
in the long run its better to err 
in that direction than to face a 
pale and insipid dish, made 
tasteless and uninteresting from 
oy of a knowledge of season-

sprigs of parsley, one bay leaf 
and a little thyme, which is tied 
up in a little bag of cheesecloth 
and allowed to cook in the pot 
as long ts the recipe states. 
There are variations of the 
bouquet, however, wherein 
things like cloves or rosemary 
are added. But if a recipe calls 
for a bouquet garni, it should 
be as stated above. 


Another expression you may 
encounter in French recipes is 
“fines herbes.” This merely 
means mixed herbs, and the 
herbs it refers to are parsley, 
chervil and tarragon, chopped 
finely together. It is used most- 
ly for salads. A little spring 
onion, chopped fine, can be 
added for a lettuce salad, and 


for chicory salad, a bit of garlic 
rubbed on a bread crust and 
tossed with the salad. 


The American housewife is 
fairly familiar with the basic 
spices, and even though she’s 
a little cagey about using them, 
she has a general idea what 
they're for. 


The basic herbs might be 
listed as basil, chervil, chive, 
marjoram, parsley, rosemary, 
tarragon and thyme. The use of 
parsley and chive has become 
pretty common, The use of the 
others is becoming more gen- 
eral all the time, and some of 
them can even be found on the 
shelves of the supermarket, 


-whereas one used to have to go 


to a spice shop to get them. 


Although some herbs have 
special affinities for some foods, 
their use is not nearly as mys- 
terious and tricky as most peo- 
ple think. In fact, they can all 
be used for salads, casseroles, 
stews, omelets, meat and fish 
dishes and soups. This doesn’t 
mean, however, to dump a little 
of all of them into everything 
you cook. 

Anyone who wants to take up 
herbs, should first learn a few 
rules, and then do a little ex- 
perimenting. If soup calls for 
a little bay leaf, try it. You 
may love it. On the other hand, 
it may turn out you can't abide 
it. Well, there’s no rule that 
says you have to like bay leaf, 
any more than you have to like 
mustard on your hamburger. 


* * 


NE of the first rules, use 
herbs sparingly. Never more 
than a fourth teaspoon for a 
‘dish for four people. Always 


of the time. So 
herbs, if allowed to cook with 
the food too long, can do more 
harm than good. Fresh herbs 
are better, but hard to get, so 
you probably will have to settle 
for the dry variety. 

Now, for some of the affini- 
ties, between herbs and foods: 

Basil, as mentioned above, is 
excellent for tomatoes, and is 
good in cheese dishes, salads, 
vegetables, chopped meat, fish 
sauces, eggs, soups and stuffing. 

Chervil is good in _ salads, 
soups, stews, egg dishes, gravies, 
f and poultry. 

Chive, a member of the onion 
family, is good in sauces, soups, 
salads, potato salad, buttered 
hot potatoes, omelets, 
and vegetables. This is one 
herb that must be used fresh. 

Marjoram is suitable for all 
meats, fish, cheese, vegetables, 
stuffings, soups, sauces and 
salads. In the wild state it is 
called oregano, and is used for 
the same dishes. 

Rosemary is at its best with 
roast pork, beef or veal, in 
stuffings and sauces, in salads 
and with green vegetables. 

Tarragon, an all-around herb, 
goes with chicken, eggs, salads, 
soups, fish, sauce, cheese, 
stews and shellfish. A touch of 
tarragon should always be in- 
cluded in sauce Bearnaise.

Christmas Pillows

ITTLE colorful pillows are 
L so decorative, why can’t they 
be Christmas decoration, too? 
Make them for gifts, or to 
roll up the total of the Christ- 
mas bazaar—just as whimsy of 
the season, or to be used more 
permanently. 

The Yule decorations on them 
might be stitched on to stay, 
and the pillows put away after 
the holidays for next year. Or 
the trimming might be made 
easy to remove so the pillow 
nestles on the sofa full time. 

The pillows sketched are made 
of felt. The little holly berry 
and leaf shapes are easily cut 
from felt and need no finish- 
ings, or the berries might be red 
beads or spangles. 

The tree. ornaments of felt 
might be trimmed with gold 
cord. If they are lightly tacked 
to the pillow by hand, these dec- 
orations can come off without 
leaving a mark. The tacking 
can be done on the underside 
of the felt trims, so it doesn't 
show. . 

Clusters of bells and ribbon 
loops are even more readily re- 
movable.

Lifelinés would have 
helped greatly—but I had 
learned that they hindered my 
working too much, Sailing my 
raft without help, I had tb move 
too fast to tolerate any obstruc- 
tions. Before leaving Callao, I 
had taken a belt with a hook 
which could be fastened to a 
rope for safety. But it was im- 
possible to wear this and still 
keep my raft running, and it lay 
in the cabin, never to be used. 


Through the day the wind 
roared on, the raft laboring and 
sliding from beam to beam. It 
proved itself a wonderful craft. 
The stern would be directly un- 
der a rushing wall of water and 
I would say to myself aloud, in 
the manner of a man long alone, 
“This time she has to get it, 
she’a directly beneath.” But 
again the craft would rise, 
throwing up its stern to let the 
sea pass underneath. 

Some times, as if by a mir- 
acle, it didn’t take a drop of 
water over the ends of the logs. 
But another sea would try to 
get it from the side, Again it 
would shrug it off. It wag un- 
canny. 

The wind kept the raft, and 
me, covered with masses of 
spray, and the water pushed up 
violently between the logs and 
through the bamboo deck. For- 
ward, where the yard was lashed 
to the mast, sheets of water often 
came over, but not.with enough 
power to do any da e. 

Through the day, it blew. And 
into the next night. I steered 
almost continuously. I could 
not relax at the wheel, for I 
would risk having my raft run 
into the wind. And then even 
it couldn’t take the seas; they 


might take the cabin and every- 
thing else I had on deck.

ORNING again. The sun 
rose clear and red. The wind 
showed signs of letting up, 
and the sea‘“started to go down, 
but very slowly. I was not out 
of it yet, but the worst was sure- 
ly over.

' The wind was fairly well 
down, and the sea with it. I 
untied all the halyards and 
downhaulers and brought. aft 
the yard with the tattered sail.

For an instant, I was struck 
with a sudden and powerful 
fear; emotions of this kind come 
to me at such times. Suppose, 
I thought, I do not have enough 
twine. It was unreasoning. I 
had more than enough.

possible speed. This had been 
a gale; but the weather was be- 
coming increasingly dangerous 
as the full hurricane season 
drew nearer. 

Sitting on that box, it took 
me three days and two nights to 
sew that sail.

I used a 
flashlight, holding it hard in my 


hours. This was difficult, for 
the light kept slipping down, 
and throwing its beam in all 
directions except at the seam 
on which I was working.

days I found no fish at all, there 
were none in the sea. 


It happened gradually. They 
grew harder and harder to 
catch. Sometimes, late at night, 
I would hear one splash and 
break out my line. For four or 
five days at a time, and once or 
twice even longer, I could catch 
no fish at all. 


I lost weight. Even when I 
made the occasional catch, I 
could not keep the meat more 
than a day before it went bad 
under the equatorial sun. 


But at no time did I suffer 
from hunger, though my strength 
was slipping away. I trace this 
most to the incessant work and 
sleeplessness. When I grew hun- 
gry I ate my barley flour, which 
proved a powerful food, and 
sugar. For Meekie, my cat, there 
were the last cans of milk. She 


‘lived mostly on fish during the 


voyage and now she grew so 
thin she was forced to abandon 
her dignity to the extent of eat- 
ing old fish—a meal that made 
her turn up her nose. 


But during the weeks that I 
was slowly approaching the Mar- 
quesas, the sea generally swarmed 
with fish engaged in a constant 
struggle for survival. The sea 
was full of slaughter, I learned, 
Riding slowly on my silent raft, 
close to the water, I could see 
the battles well and spent many 
hours watching them. ; 


Sometimes when I threw my 
hook into the sea, a fish would 
take it almost immediately. On 
one occasion, I was using a slice 
of bonito meat for bait. It was 
quickly taken by a bonito, I could 
tell by the comparatively light 
pull on the line. I hauled in as 
quickly as possible, while the 
fish tried to get underneath the 
raft—they always did, and this 
bonito did get under. 


Now the line felt as if I had 
a ton on it. I pulled with all my 
strength until I had him along-* 
side. I jerked him up—a big 
bonito with his tail and part of 
his body eaten away and bleed- 
ing like a pig. Bonitos have a 
tremendous amount of blood. 


I had to bend way over the 
side to see the shark that had 
eaten half my catch in the few 
moments I had it on my line.»I 
watched him; his head and up- 
per body a model for a strato- 
sphere airliner, the enormous 
breast fins, like flippers of a 
giant turtle, that gave him lev- 
erage to turn and twist and tear. 
His body tapered to a tremen- 
dous tail fin. 


I found the bonito I caught 
had a flying fish in its belly. 
This was good bait, and with it 
I quickly caught a big blue dol- 
phin, all the shades of blue in 
the world. Because they were so 
beautiful, I always felt some- 
how sad when I pulled up a 
dolphin on my hook.

HIS one hit the line like a 
bullet and fought to get un- 
der the raft.

I thought, somebody will eat 
you today, either the shark 
or me. When I got him aboard 
and hung him in the rigging, I

I had to eat this dolphin raw, 
as I had to eat all my fish since 
shortly after leaving the coast 
of South America. I carried two

were the main quarry. It 
sounded like shrapnel hitting, 
the water when tunas or bonitas 
trapped a school of sardines, as 
they often did, 100 yards from 
my raft. The big fish would

The sea 
would churn for a few minutes 
and then it would be all over. 


The hunters run in packs, and 
each kind has its tricks. The 
dolphins are the masters, mov- 
ing with the speed of bullets.

A big 
bull dolphin is in the lead, his 
long, blue; dragon fin that runs 
from tip of his nose @o his tail 
standing out erect, making him 
appear like a living knife blade. 
Again the flyer is aloft, then 
down and up again, frantically. 
When he comes down, the big 
dolphin gets him.

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utes the water beside the raft is 
white with foam streaked with 
blood, and filled with the swift- 
moving blue and brdwn bodies.

Each fish goes his own way, 
watching the others. Day and 
night they watch; it is the only 
way they survive. 

Before I reached the vicinity 
of the Marquesas, enough flying 
fish landed on deck to feed sev- 
eral men. But the sea, as I 
found in the weeks after I left 
the Marquesas astern, can prove 
contrary. Many days I went for- 
ward to the foot of the mast, 
my regular place for fishing, 
and threw the line out about 30 
feet. In the past the bait often 
would be struck as it hit the 
water. But in these regions, 
nothing. I threw again and 
again, and still nothing. 

Then, when I would finally 
give up and put the line away, 
Meekie would complain bitterly 
for a time. But she would be- 
come quiet after a while, seem- 
ing to accept the situation. She 
had no choice, but to do so. I

As 
for South—he had had visions 
of a grand slam from the mo- 
ment that North made a posi- 
tive response to the two-bid, and 
so he was in no mood to let the 
opposition off with a possibly 
light penalty. East’s bidding had 
painted the picture of an out- 
standing freak hand. 


South did not lose sight of 
this picture when West opened 
the deuce of spades and the 
dummy went down, ‘The lead, 
in connection with East's bid- 
ding, marked West with a sin- 
gleton spade, and since East had 
bid hearts at the five-level, it 
was a cinch that West could not 
have more than two cards in 
that other major suit. It was 
this marked distributional pat- 
tern that gave South the key to 
the line of play he would have 
to use. 


Taking East's spade king with 
the ace, South cashed the ace of 
trumps, and when East showed 
out, South took the well consid- 
ered risk of laying down his two 
top hearts before going ahead 
with trump drawing. He then 
cashed dummy’s ace of dia- 
monds and ruffed a diamond, 
driving out East's cards in that 
suit. Now he drew West's two 
remaining trumps, ending up on 
the table, and led dummy’s third 
diamond, discarding a spade 
from the closed hand and giving 
West the trick. 

It is easy to see the outcome. 
West, with nothing but dia- 
monds to return, had to yield a 
ruff-and-discard. Dummy ruffed 
his diamond lead while declarer 
threw off his losing heart.

HE new recording of the Shostakovitch Tenth Symphony has 

reached the public within less than a month of its American 

premiere at Carnegie Hall, thus scoring a beat for Calumbia. 
The New York Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra, conducted by 
Dimitri Mitropoulos, played the 
first performance and made the 
recording. 

This E Minor Symphony is a 
solid, important work with many 
striking ideas that are exploited 
in a neo-romantic manner de- 
rived from Tschaikowsky, Mah- 
ler and—to a lesser extent — 
Prokofieff. It is not up to the 
standard of Fifth or the First 
symphony either in its surface 
ingenuity or its deeper aspects; 
and it could have been tightened 
up considerably. Still it is a 
meritorious contemporary sym- 
phony. It also invites speculation, 

The prevailing mood is somber and often tragic. Dark ruml- 
nations are heard in the opening of the first movement and in 
the slow movement, The scherzo is aggressively rebellious. In 
brief, the listener gets the impression that the composer is 
strongly affected by the kind of weltschmerz that pervades the 
symphonic works of Mahler but with the difference that Mahler 
habitually lightens the darkness with interludes of a sprightly 
and joyous nature. 


If music in the Soviet Union is supposed to inspire the people 
to a greater faith in their destiny, I wonder why the commissars 
of culture allowed. such a distinctly unoptimistic symphony to 
be published. Yet it has been widely performed in Russia and 
though it was subjected to a certain amount of unfavorable 
analysis it has excited no repressive official action. Perhaps the 
Kremlin has decided, at last, that the creative mind must be 
allowed its best even when it moves into the shadows. Or per- 
haps it is officially regarded as a musical interpretation of the 
non-Soviet world as it appears to one of the saved. (Columbia, 
one 12-inch LP.)
